The Department or the Gulf. — From the 
L.test letters from newspaper correspondents 
iu the Department of the Gulf, we obtain the 
important intelligence that on the Gth lost.

tyThe following is the letter of Governor 
Seymour, of New York, to the Vallandlgham 
meeting at Albany, a sketch of which appeared 
in the telegraphic dispatcher : 

"ExEcrTivE Department, May 18. 

"I cannot attend the meeting at the Capitol 
this evening, but I wish to state my opinion 
in regird to the arrest of Mr. Vallandlgham. 
It is an act which has brought dishonor upon 
onr country. It is full of danger to our per- 
sons and our homes. It bears upon its front a 
conscious violation of law and justice. Aciing 
upon the evidence of detailed informers, 
shrinking from the light of day in the dark- 
ness of night, armed men violated the bouse 
of an American citizen and furtively bore him 
away to military trial, conducted without those 
safeguards known to the proceedings of our 
judicial tribunals. The transaction involved a 
series of offenses against our most sacred 
rights. It interfered with the freedom of 
speech; it molested our rights to be secure in 
our homes against unreasonable searches and 
seizures; it pronounced sentence without trial, 
save one wLIch was a mockery, which insulted 
aa well as wronged. The perpetrators now 
seek to impose punishment, not for an offense 
against la v but for the disregard of an invalid 
or'er, put forth in the utter disregard of the 
principles of civil liberty. If this proceeding 
is approved by the government, and sustained 
by the people, it is not merely a step toward 
revolution— it is revolution; It will not only 
lead to military despotism — it establishes mil- 
itary despotism. In this aspect it must be ac- 
cepted or in this asDect n jected. If it is up- 
held, our liberiies are overthrown, the 
safety of our persons, security of our 
property will hereafter depend upon the 
arbitrary will ol such military rubers as 
may be placed over 'u*, wbi e our con- 
s-itutional guarantees will be broken down. 
Even now the Governors aud courts of some 
of the great Western States have sunk into 
insignificance before the despotic powers 
claimed and exercised by military men who 
have been sent into their borders. It is a fear- 
ful thing to increase the danger which now 
ovcrhaDgs us by treatirg the law, the judiciary, 
aud the Slate authoritie s with contempt. Tbe 
people of this country now wait with the 
deepest anxiety tbe dectsiona of the Adminis- 
tration upon these acts. Hiving given it a 
generous support in ihe conduct of the war, we 
pause to see what kind ol Government it is lor 
which weare asked to pour out our blood and 
treasure. The action of ths Administration 
will determine in the minds of more than one- 
halt of tbe people of the loyal States whether 
tliis war is waged to put down rebellion at the 
South or destroy free institutions at the North. 
We look for its dec sion with 
solicitude.

The Grafton (Va.) correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Inquirer, under date of May 12, 
says : 

The arrival of Col. Mulligan at Moundsville 
before the rebels had made their appearance, 
effectually blocked their approach to Wheel- 
Ire; so I presume the citizens of Wheeling 
wl'l breathe freer and deeper. 

From information received, it appears that 
the party of rebels seen at Middlcbourne was 
a detachment from the main body at West 
Union, sent out to steal horses and eHtle for 
a distance of forty or fitly miles, and, having 
nccomr.lished their mission, they returned to 
West Union. 

I have reason to believe that Jones' a__ 
Imboden's force, combined, numbers about 
eight thousand men, nearly all cavalry, and 
that they have halted for a few days in the 
lower tier of counties to rest their animals, 
and make preparations for a final retreat 
whence they came. 

During this period of inaction they have 
sent out guerrillis to steal all the horses and 
cattle they can lay their hands on, and destroy 
as much as possible the line of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad between Parkersburg and 
Grafton. I left Moundsville yesterday and 
came to Grafton. 

On reaching here, the reports from the 
South and West fully verified my anticipa- 
tions, for It wa. evident that the rebels had not 
materially altered their "situation" since Fri- 
day last. 

There was a report here last evening, from 
Gen. Roberts, at Clarksville, that the rebel 
thief and traitor, Floyd, was advancing from 
the Greenbrier region, with ten thousand 
men, to re-enforce Jones and Imboden, who 
had halted and were awaiting Floyd's arrival, 
after which they would again advance to the 
line of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, be- 
tween New creek and Wheeling. Thla report 
comes from an official quarter, but it needs 
confirmation, and nothing to confirm it has 
been received here. 

The raid may now be considered to be over, 
for General Kelley has taken such measures 
as will effectually deter the r bels from at- 
tacking any Important point in West Virgiuia 
very soon. There may be impediments 
placed iu their way to prevent their escape, if 
they allow themselves to run much longer at 
large, but I believe they will try to make their 
way across the Alleghanies as soon as possi- 
ble, for if tsey do not, they will flud their 
avenues of escape cut off, and then their cap- 
ture or dispersion is only a quettlou of time.

Position or Affairs near Charleston.— 
The Port Royal correspondent of the Phila- 
delphia Inquirer, writing ou the 12:h instant, 
says: 

The rebels are still intrenching themselves 
on the southern extremity of Morris Island, 
and making their defensive works stronger. 
Our troops, on the other hand, progress with 
the work In hand, and are dally showing tbe 
rebels that we intend holding Follv Island at 
all hazards, whether as a base of operations or 
merely as a point of rendezvous, they can 
themselves divine. Tbe report of the "sailing 
of a second expedition," which I see published 
in one of tbe Northern papers, may creates 
filse Irapreasion. There has been as yet no 
teend expedition against Charleston. The 
troops, doubtless, ref-rred to lu tbe report 
above mentioned were the regiments sent to 
Folly Island to strengthen our position there 
after General Hunter made up his mind to hold 
it permanently. 

There is no indication as yet of a "second 
expedition" in the direction of Charleston, 
uoles, perchance, you c ill the continuance of 
the first expedition the second. The news 
from Folly Island Is insignificant. The rebel 
pickets l ave halloed acmes the inlet dnfing 
the past week fi'st that General Hooker had 
been defeated, and then that he hadn't. Such 
indefinite statements, I can assure vou, cause 
the troops at this place to anxiously await the 
next mail, which will bring us full particulars 
from "the backbone of the rebelllor.'' 

The rebela yet have made no raids in our 
vicinity. No doubt ihoy have come to the 
conclusion that a harbor tl jatini; more than a 
hundred vessels had better not be approached. 

Beauregard Called to Richmond— Re- 
ported Movements of the Rebels.— The 
well-informed Washington correspondent of 
the Philadelphia North American writes .- 

There is a vague rumor in circulation that, 
after the late turtles and the death of Jack- 
son, Geueral Beauregard was telegraphed to 
proceed to Richmond with all the force that 
could be spared from his department, and that 
he was daily expected to join the army, which 
now appears to be in an important position 
half way between Richmond and Fredericks- 
burg. At Gordonsvllle there is also reported 
to be a "strong force," but it is presumed lo 
be merely 6uthVient to garrison the place, and 
give prompt notice to tbe main body of the 
army of any movement of our forces in that 
direction. 

If tbe reported ordering of Beauregard to 
Virginia is correct, it would show that the 
rebels did not anticipate any renewal of toe 
assault upon tbe defenses of Charleston lot 
sometime to come, but in this they may be 
mistaken.

Political Rebuke. 

Tbe Springfield (Mass.) Republican, one ot 
he most influential as it is confessedly one of 
the most able of the Admlnlatration prints in 
New England, takes proper exception, in the 
following terms, to the order recently Issued 
by Adjutant General Thomas, summarily dis- 
missing Lieut. Edgerly from the army, on the 
charge of having, at the late election in New 
Hampshire, circulated "Copperhead tickets" 
—meaning the tickets supported by the Dem 
ocratic party in that State, who are thns char- 
acterized by General Thomas as "Copper- 
heads," whatever that may mean in the cur- 
rent political dialect of the times. The Repub- 
lican says: 

We had supposed that the objections to the 
order of Adjutant General Thomas by which 
Lieut. Edgerly was dismissed too obvious to 
need to be pointed out in detail. The least 
objection to the order is the offensive language 
In which it is couched. "Copperhead" is a 
slang phrase, which an officer of the Govern- 
ment degrades himself and the Government 
by using in an official order of this sort. The 
ticket circuLi ted by Lieut. Edgerly was tbe 
regular Democratic Slate ticket. Some of ihe 
New Hampshire Dcmocra's are undoubtedly 
"copperheads," that is, sympathizers with the 
rebellion, but the declared principles on which 
ihe party went into the election cannot H 
justly considered treasonable. If they sre, 
then nearly halt the people of New Hampshire 
are traitors, as well as a large portion of the 
volunteer* in our armies from tnat 8tate. In 
accusing Lieut. Edgerly with doing all he 
could to promote "the rebrl ciuse" in hia 
State Adjutant General Thomas not only 
insulted the Democratic soldiers and peo- 
ple of New Hampshire, but he gross'y 
slandered them. It the Administration should 
adopt any such general policy it would be ob- 
liged to dismiss half iu officers and at least a 
third of Its soldiers at once. But the Admin- 
istration is not thus demented; it has adopted 
no such policy. The natural explanation of 
the order is, that it was merely an outburst of 
the Adjutant General's exuberant zeal in the 
cause of Republicanism, to which he had just 
been converted. As all young converts are 
pt to, he rather overdid the thing both iu 
substance and manner. What particular of- 
fenses of L'eut. Edgerly may be known to the 
War Deiartment it is impossible to say; he 
may have d*rerved dishonorable expulsion 
from the aervice, but the fact that he circulated 
Democratic tickets in New Hampshire is not 
such an ctfer.se. His dismissal was a mistake 
— an isolated one, we are glad to say, and one 
that is not an indication of any purpose or pol 
icy of the Administration.

Washington Rumors.— Before Gen. Hook- 
er started across the Rippabannock he tele- 
graphed lo the War Department that he had 
"no further requisitions to make, and that be 
expected no further orders."

Rebel Raid on the Kanawha — Tbe rebels 
in Western Virginia are particularly lively 
about these dsys.

It la, however, on the Rappahannock and 
around Nashville that we may look for the 
most important incidents of the campaign. 
In presence of the great events which are to 
be decided there, all lesser matters are hnshed. 
The Mississippi will roll along in peace for a 
time, and Charleston will be quiet, but from 
Tennesa -e and Virginia we may expect to hear 
the crash of arms and the cries of battle. 
Speculation on the chances of war are always 
unsafe, and the experience gained by tbe Aim r- 
ican straggle proves thai the best founded 
calculations may go wrong. All thai cm 
be said is that the armies are brave and 
the leaders skillful. If on one side 
the Federal army has been checked in 
its march lo Richmond, no less has the 
Confederate force in its assaults on Nashville. 
Of the two positions it may be doubted which 
is the most valuable. It is highly question- 
able whether the capture of Richmond would 
compensate for the 1 ss of Nashville, though, 
judging from present prospects, as well as 
past experience, there seems io be no reason 
to donbt tbst Rosecrans will hold what he has 
gaiued in Tennessee. The moral result of 
Federal success before Richmond wonkl be 
very great, but strategically Nashville seems 
to be tbe more important position. It stretches 
into the southern boundaries as far as Rich- 
mond advanct s into those of the North. It 
is a sort of wa ch tower from which the South 
may be observed, and the possession cf it 
guarantees to a considerable extent the pos- 
sess ion of the border States, h is fortunate 
for the Federal Government that they have 
here Ihe most reliable and best tried General 
in their service. His career has been one of 
almost unbroken success. He haa <)onenot> 
ing rashly oruuaui, u u * he has taugui. the 
Confederates to respect hlu, whiia his army 
has full co: tldence in him. His abilities are 
of the substantia! order, and his qualiiicatiou. 
eminently fit him to carry on a defensive war. 
The commander of the Rippabaunock army is 
not so well tried. He haa proved himself to 
be a bold leader, but he has now assumed the 
offensive against a most wary enemy, and he 
will need some other qualification than cour- 
age to carry him safely to his journey's end. 
Ot the two commauders he has oy far the most 
difficult task to perform, and p-obably in a 
few diys we shall learn whether he is worthy 
of the same degree of confidence which has 
beeu reposed m General Rosecrans.

The effort to bave Gen. Hooker removed 
and a successor appointed m re competent to 
the position has so tar failed, chhtiy on ac— 
couut of the urgency of Gen. Daniel E. Sick- 
les, who professes uu bounded faith in G< ueral 
Hooker's capacity and generalship. I. U re- 
ported that a vore was laxen in the cabinet 
touching the reappointment of Gen. Mc JK1- 
lau to his old position, atd thai it secured the 
votes ot Secretaries Seward, Bltlrand IfBShOr. 
The President, it is understood, has decided 
that there shall be no change in the army.

Fortress Monroe, May 2C 

Tbe expedition sent from Suffolk, under 
command of Colonel Foster, hae succeeded in 
its mission, and tbe damage dont to the sea- 
board and Roanoke railroad bas been repair 
ed. Our casualties in the skirmishes of the 
last two or three days haye been slight. 

Cairo, May 30. 

Colonel Clayton, of the Fifth Kansas caval- 
ry, with his own regiment and a detachment 
of three others, m-tde a reconnoissaoce a few 
days since from Helena towards Little Rock, 
and destroyed 200,000 bushels of corn, several 
buildings containing commissary stores, and 
a number of irrist mills near Cotton Plant. 

After sending his infantry back he encount- 
ered a rebel brigade, under Carter, and had a 
severe skirmish. He escaped by swimming 
Sand^quille river, with the loss of twn killed 
and eleven wounded. The rebels lost flfty-flve 
killed and a large number wonnded. 

Price is said to have left Little Rock on the 
11th, and has gone in the direction of Witts- 
burg. 

Colonel Hatch made a raid from Corinth 
into Alabama, bringing back four hundred 
prisoners and six hundred horses. He en- 
counteied Chalmers near Tallahatchie, but es- 
caped unharmed. The same dav Major Burk, 
with three hundred men, made a dash Into 
Germantown, within a few miles of of Holly 
Springs, and had a skirmish with the rebel 
Faulkner, in which he lost five killed and ten 
wounded. The rebel loss must have been 
much larger. We took a few prisoners, and 
lost noue. 

The steamer Contentinal from below brings 
news of the evacuation of Warrenton by the 
rebels alter destroying the batteries. 

The gunboat Cricket, from You.tg's Point, 
with government despatches from Admiral 
Porter, arrived. Several Iron ctads are sta- 
tioned at varions points on Red river. The 
rebels have a raft above Alexandria for the 
purpose of protecting their cotton boats, sev- 
eral of which are reported above. 

Indianapolis, May 20. 

Tbe Demccratic State mass meeting was 
largely attended. D. W. Voorhees was ap 
poiuted president of the convention. Messrs. 
Merick and Elen, of Illinois, and McDonald, 
of Indiana, were tho principal speakers. 

A great deal of excitement prevailed during 
tbe day, and forty or fifty arrests were made 
for carrying concealed weapons, shouting for 
Jeff D tvis, &c. A military guard was placed 
in different parts of the city and a patrol in 
the streets in tbe vicinity of the square where 
the convention was being held. 

The speeches were principally in opposition 
to tbe war measures of the Administration, 
and stated that tbe convention had assembled 
for tbe purpose of discussing their grievances 
and petitioning for redress, protesting in tbe 
name of the Democracy against the flagrant 
and wicked ubuse of power which plscea Val- 
laDdigham in prison. 

At three in the afternoon resolutions were 
introduced and hurriedly parsed amid great 
confusion, alter which the convention lmiuedi 
ately adjourned sine die. On several trains 
leaving tho oity to-uight the excursionists 
commenced tiring on the Soldiers 1 Home and 
bouses on tbe line of the railroad. The mili- 
tary authorities ordered the trains to be stop- 
ped and searched the passengers. About five 
hundred revolvers were taken and numerous 
arrests made.

— There has been considerable public ex- 
pectation that General Price, of the rebel 
army, having been put in command of the 
army west of the Mississippi, would make 
another attempt to invade the State of M 
sour I, and for which ther e were strong Indi- 
cations to that effect. It is now stated, how- 
ever, that Price has given up the idea of in- 
vading Missouri at present, and proposes to 
move against Helens, Arkansas, under the 
impression, no doubt, that that point has been 
greatly weakened by the withdrawal of troops 
for the attack on Yicksburg. 

—Ex Senator Joseph A. Wright, of Indiana, 
who has been appointed by the President to 
represent and look after the interests of this 
country at the International Exhibition to 
open at Hamburg in July, has issued an ad- 
dress to farmers, manufacturers, inventors 
and others, urging them to send their pro- 
ducts for exhibition, so as to mike the Ameri- 
can department as complete as possible. 

— A special dispatch to the Cincinnati Ga- 
zette of yesterday states that additional infor- 
mation has been received in Washington by 
the President from General Hurlbut, who had 
dispatches from General Grant, confirming the 
evacuation of Vicksburg. The entire rebel 
force were moving northward to re-enforce 
Bragg, for the purpose of attacking Rose 
crsns. The dispatch says they will fail in this, 
as re-enforcements will be thrown forward 
not only to Intercept the rebel movement, but 
to re-enforce Ro6ecrans. 

— It appears from a special dispatch to the 
Cincinnati Gazette of yesterday that on the 
18th iust. Capt. Stougb, with a detachment of 
the Forty-fourth Ohio regiment, crossed the 
Cumberland river, in the southeastern portion 
of this State, and broke up a rebel encamp- 
ment ten miles below Williamsburg. Refu- 
gees from near Cumberland Gap coafiim the 
report that the rebels are conceutratiug forces 
uear the gap and along the line. Tbe rebel 
troops are reported as on very sctnt rations. 
Humphrey Marshall is moving again on Hazel 
Green, with what force it is not stated. 

—The War Department is about to enter 
upon more vigorous measures for calling out 
the full military strength of the negro popu- 
lation of the country. Gen. Thomas r< ports 
to the department that efforts in that direc- 
tion have been attended with great success. It 
is stated that he is to go into Tennessee also, 
and there organize the negroes as iu Missis 
sippi. 

— On Saturday last three or four hundred 
invalid soldiers discharged reached New York 
from Hilton Head, not one of whom had his 
papers signed by the surgeon of his depart 
ment. The consequence was, as the New 
York Post says, that they were dumped on 
the dock, without means to get a meal, or a 
bed, or a passage to their homes. It was tbe 
benevolence of the New England Association 
alone which took them in out of the streets. 

— The Indianapolis Sentinel of yesterday 
speaking of the great Democratic convention 
there being assembled, stys that "the city was 
full of people last night. Never was Iadiana 
polis so crowded in advance of any conven- 
tion ever held here." Wc shall look with 
much anxiety for the proceedings of this body 
of western patriots. 

—A cotemporary states that CjI. B. H. 
Grierscm, who mada the late brilliant cavalry 
expedition through Mississippi into Louisiaua, 
is a native of Pennsylvania, having been born 
In Pittsburg in July, 1827. Early in life he 
removed to Trumbull ciunty, Ohio, where he 
resided lor fifteen year?, and thence went to 
Jacksonville, Illinois, where he engaged ia the 
produce business, aud, to use his own word*, 
"was also a musician, being able to play on 
any instrument from a jewsharp to* a hand- 
organ." He was dotted Majjr of the Sixth 
Illinois cavalry at its organization, afterward 
promoted to the Colonelcy, and in December, 
1802, appointed to the conimtnd of the bri 
gade, with which he performed the marvelous 
feat to which we have referred to above. 

—The official instructions for the. g-»v .rn. 
ment of the urmie ? of the United 8u;es in the 
field, drawn up by Dr. Litbcr, formerly Pre-i- 
dent of a South Carolina college, and the well 
known editor of the Encyclopedia Americana, 
have just been published in full. The Dr.'* dmlt 
was revised by a Board of Oulc^rs, of which 
Major General Hitchcock was President, ap- 
proved by the President, and is now the recog- 
nized expression of the policy of the war.

The Situation Below. 

Though tbe news is confirmed of tbe cap- 
ture of Jackson, Mississippi, by Federal 
troops, on the 13>.h or 14. h insl., late reports 
arc of a character which make it less satisfac- 
toiy than at first. It appears that while tbe 
main body ol Gram's army was advancin:' 
upon the positions of the enemy ou the 
Southern Mississippi railroad between Vicks- 
burg aud Clintcn, a body ol Uuion soldiers 
passed around to tbe right and entered Jack 
son from the east. These were probably civ 
airy, aud at the time of the uplurc it doet 
not appear that the enemy was iu the towu in 
large force. The fighting at Ra. mond— the 
terminus of a short branch railroad seven 
miles long, running south from tbe 
Southern Mississippi — resulting, as i" did, in 
the retreat of Gregg and B iwen, may hive 
thrown the rebels upon Jacksou iu larger 
force than the Federals had, aud thus it is no 
sure thing that the town is now in our poe- 
Our information coming indincily, 
and made up chit fly from hearsay, does not 
furnish a clear understanding of the situation 
nfier our troops entered Jackson. It is cer- 
tain, however, that the place was occupied bj 
Unionists, and if circumstances subs qnently 
compelled its abandonment— and cn this poiul 
we have nothing pro or con— It is more thau 
probable that it was not until after the Pearl 
river bridge was blown up or destroyed, and 
the railroad track so injured as to be uselee* 
to the enemy. So whether we now hold 
Jackson or not the rebels have been severely 
damaged, and some of the purposes of Gene- 
ral Grant accomplished. 

We are to'd that General Joe Johntson 
passed through Jackson on tbe 13th with 
three brigades, going toward) Vicksburg, and 
probably designing to rc-cuforce the Confed- 
erate army on the Big Black. This report re- 
quires confirmation, though the late alleged 
tailing back to Sheibyville of the rebels in 
Tennessee would seem to give some color to 
iL II true, we have lo say that we prefer to 
bear of the enemy going' in that direction 
than the other. Iu this couuection wc may 
remark that tbe story of the evacuation ol 
Vicksburg no doubt rests upon the fact that 
the Contederatee, leavkg only a small garri- 
son to man the gins, had marched oat twelve 
miles to the B.g Black to meet the expected 
attack ot" Geueral Grant's command. It is 
at the Big Black bridge where the grand bat- 
tle is expected to lake place, if at aU. 

We still look upon the situation of affairs in 
the vicinity of Vicksburg as exceedingly fa- 
vorable. The rtbels appear willing— and per- 
haps they have no option — to give battle to 
Gen. Grant, which, with his prtsant adv.m 
lages, is just the thing he wants. That the 
enemy is iu cloee quarters appears from the 
tact that we hear of no movements to threaten 
the communications of the Union army, all 
bis forces being concentrated on the Southern 
Mississippi road belwten Jacksou and Vicks- 
burg lor defense. Oen. Grant has a lonir line 
lo keep op jd, to be sure, aud much ol his lore 
is detailed, for garrison duty, but the uuinter- 
rupled success which has atlendad his opera 
Hons ever since the capture of Grand Gulf 
leads us to b( lieve that he is stroug enough 
for the emergency, and that the men are in 
excellent condition aud spirits for the work

ment is optional with him. 

It will thus be aeen that tbe Government 
baa not yet authoritatively decided tbe ques- 
tion, and it is not improbable that, tn view of 
iia exceeding importance, it may yet be 
referred to the Attorney General. Posfibl- 
either in lieu of such reference, or in addition 
tu it, the several members of tbe cabinet may 
be called upon to lay their opinions in writing 
before the President. 

It to understood that tbe views of the At- 
torney General are diametrically opposed to 
those entertained by tbe Secretary of War, aud 
that he holds that the law obliges tl e Secret, ty 
to fix a sum by tbe payment of which, to 
tbe properly appoi ted "persons, tbe draft- 
ed man may discharge himself The tveot- 
uvl determination of tbe Government undr 
these circumsunees is, ot course, a matter ol 
uncertainty.
